On e o f the adjo in in g 
a p a rtm e n t bu ildin gs was lev eled, 
an o ther damaged. 
Witn esses in the* residen tial area 
said they heard a “whin in g” n o ise ju st 
befo re the crash. Then there was an 
ex p lo sio n that sen t flames an d smo ke 
sev eral hu n dred feet in to the air, they 
said. Jam es Hav er berg, who liv es 
acro ss the street fro m the bu ildin g hit 
by the p lan e, estim ated that 75 p erso n s 
were in side. 
“ As so o n as it hap p en ed ... 1 was 
there in abo u t HO o r 40 seco n ds an d 
so me gu y help ed me crawl in there an d 
get this wo man o u t an d by that time it 
was really gettin g ho t,” he said. 
“ I didn ’t see an y bo dy else get o u t. I 
didn ’t see an y o n e* leav e o n their o wn . 
The en tire thin g was to o ho t. There 
was n o warn in g at all.” 
“ It felt like an earthq u ake,” said 
Lu p ie Perez, who liv ed in the rear o f 
the fo u r-sto ry bu ildin g. 
“ We tried to get o u t, bu t the do o rs 


were jam m ed So meo n e to ld u s to get 
o u t in a hu rry awl kicked o u t the do o r, 
an d we man aged to get o u t,” she said. 
Ky ewitn esses said the p lan e came in 
lo w, headin g in a westerly directio n , 
clip p ed o n e bu ildin g awl then p lo wed 
fu ll fo rce in to the o ther. 
I/k hI au tho rities, aided by m ilitary 
p o lice, co rdo n ed o ff a two -blo ck area 
aro u n d the crash scen e. 
A Nav y sp o kesman co n firmed that 
an A7 fro m I .ern o o re, 150 miles so u th o f 
here, was missin g. He iden tified the 
p ilo t as Lt. Ro bert le e Ward, 28 , fro m 
Cary , N.C., who was attached to a 
Nav y sq u adro n at Lemo o re. 
The p lan e an d a co mp an io n aircraft 
were rep o rtedly o n ap p ro ach to the 
Alameda Nav al Air Statio n , abo u t two 
miles fro m the crash scen e. 
A lam eda M ay o r T erry L acro ix 
called the erash “the wo rst fire an d 
ho lo cau st ev er in the city .”

Rail Strike 
Shuts Down 
Penn Central 


PHILADELPHIA

All 
passenger and freight service on the 
Penn Central railroad was halted 
today by a strike of 28,000 conductors 
and brakemen trying to stop the 
nation’s largest rail line from reducing 
train crews by a third. 
“We have the right to negotiate 
cutbacks in our contract,” said the 
United Transportation Union, AFL- 
CIO, as it set up picket lines at Penn 
Central depots 
in 
16 states, two 
Canadian provinces and the District of 
Columbia. 
“We’re out of business,” a railroad 
spokesman said, acknowledging that 
the remaining 67,000 operating em­ 
ployes —- represented by other unions 
— would honor the picket lines. 
There was no indication whether the 
Nixon adm inistration, which had 
delayed the walkout 30 days, would 
make new efforts now to end it. 
'Trustees of the Penn Central, now 
undergoing reorganization under 
federal bankruptcy laws, said the 
hardships 
facing 
shippers 
and 
passenger who use the 1,300 freight 
and 1,412 passenger trains the line 
operates daily were “unfortunate and 
unnecessary.” 
'They estimated the walkout could 
result in lost revenues of $20 million if 
it lasts five days and around $55 


million if it continues a month. They 
explained that the heaviest impact 
would come in the first week. 
There are more than 200,000 daily 
passengers, most of them commuters 
in the New York, Boston, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Washington, Detroit and 
Chicago areas. Many are expected to 
shift to auto traasportation. 
The key to the dispute, unresolved 
after 
more 
than 
18 
months 
of 
negotiations, is new work rules 
authorized by U.S. District Court 
Judge John 
P. Pullman, who is 
supervising the reorganization. 
Penn Central trustees said the rules 
became “effective today” — touching 
off the UTU strike. 
“They reduce the size (rf train crews 
from three to two and eliminate over­ 
manning, but only as jobs are vacated 
because of retirement, death, etc.,” 
said the trustees of the new work rules. 
The Penn Central goal is to eliminate 
5,700 jobs by 1980 and, thus, save about 
$100 million annually. 
The walkout, if not swiftly settled, 
could deal a death blow to the giant 
system. The railroad says it is now 
losing $600,000 daily and will need 
around $800 million in fresh federal 
money to become solvent again by 1976 
— and only then if at least 3,000 of its 
20,(HK) miles of track are discontinued.

Jet Slams Apartment 


ALAMEDA, (.’alif. (AP) 
Rescue 
crews searched today for more victims 
believed buried in charred debris after 
a Navy fighter jet (Tushed into an 
ap artm en t house and exploded, 
touching off an inferno that spread to 
two adjoining apartment buildings. 
The local fire chief said as many as 40 
persons may have perished. 
Four persons were known dead and 
at least 17 were injured, with an 
unknown number (rf missing, including 
the plane’s pilot. Many residents of the 
apartments were families of Navy 
men assigned to the nearby base 
where the plane was headed when it 
crashed Wednesday night.

estimated that 42 to 45 tenants were 
inside when the jet slammed into the 
four-story, 27-unit stucco apartment 
building. 
The building exploded in flames and 
witnesses said they saw only a very 
few people escape. 


Servente said that “it probably will 
take all day” for firemen, Marines, 
coroner’s officials and rescue squad 
rn cm liers to sift tlirough the heap of 
steaming rubble that remained of the 
apartments. 
Authorities said that in all, more 
than 200 persons were believed living 
in the buildings affected by the crash 
and fire in the San Francisco Bay area 
community. 
* There’s no question they’re going to 
lie pulling bodies out of there. There’s 
no knowing how many are dead,” said 
city councilman Malcolm I/mgaker.

Workers wearing asbestos clothing 
and firemen protected by a stream of 
water finally were able to start a 
search of the smoldering, charred 
debris. 
Military investigators prowled the 
area in a hunt for pieces of the aircraft. 
'The building struck by the A7 Cor­ 


sair was a wooden, four-story, open- 
courtyard type. One of the adjoining 
apartm ent buildings was leveled, 
another damaged. 
Witnesses in the residential area 
said they heard a “whining’’ noise just 
before the crash. Then there was an 
explosion that sent flames and smoke 
.several hundred feet into the air, they 
said. James Haverberg, who lives 
across the street from the building hit 
by the plane, estimated that 75 persons 
were inside. 
“As soon as it happened ... I was 
there in about 30 or 40 seconds and 
some guy helped me (Tawl in there and 
get this woman out and by that time it 
was really getting hot,” he said. 
“ I didn’t see anybody else get out. I 
didn’t see anyone leave on their own.

Vietnam Details Hammered Out 


SAIGON (AP) —The four parties to 
the Vietnam ceasefire agreement held 
a series of meetings today, making a r­ 
rangements for the release of the first 
group of American prisoners held in 
south Vietnam this weekend, U.S. 
officials said. 
A senior American official in Saigon 
said Wednesday that the first group 
would be freed Saturday, but later 
reports from Defense 
Department 
sources 
in 
Washington 
said 
27 
prisoners of war would be handed over 
on Sunday. 
U.S. officials said representatives of 
the United States, North and South 
Vietnam and the Viet Cong were 
ironing out the final details today. 
'They would not elaborate. 
The Pentagon sources said the Viet 
Cong plans to make the first transfer 
near An Loc, a provincial capital 60 
miles north of .Saigon. 
There was still no firm word on 
release of the first American prisoners 
by North Vietnam, but indications 
were that it would come in Hanoi early 
next week during the visit of U.S. 
presidential 
adviser 
Henry 
A. 
Kissinger. 
The Viet Cong, meanwhile, accused 
the Saigon government of violating the 
cease-fire agreement by releasing 
some 10,600 POWs who Saigon said 
changed their allegiance after political 
indoctrination. 
A Viet Cong broadcast said the 
release violated Articles I and 5 (rf the 
prisoner protocol. Article I says all 
captured Vietnamese military per­ 
sonnel shall be returned to the South 
V ietnam ese party 
under 
whose 
command 
they 
served. 
Article 
5 
specifies that the prisoners shall be 
returned at sites agreed upon by the 
Joint Military Commission, made up of 
the United States, North and South 
Vietnam and the Viet Cong. 


Canada, a member of the four-nation 
International Commission of Control 
and Supervision, announced that it has 
formally recognized the government of 
North Vietnam as a demonstration of 
its “objectivity and impartiality.” 
Michel Gauvin, 
the 
Canadian 
chairman of the International Com­ 
mission, told a news conference that 
the South Vietnamese government — 
which Canada also recognizes — has 


accepted the recognition of North 
Vietnam as “realistic, dispassionate 
and very logical.” 
Canada is the only member of the 
commission to recognize both Viet- 
nams. Hungary and Poland recognize 
only North Vietnam, and Indonesia 
recognizes only South Vietnam. 
Delegates to the Joint 
Military 
Commission also were working on 
plans to get Viet Cong representatives 


to the seven regional headquarters 
sites in South Vietnam for truce ob­ 
server teams so both the International 
Commission and the Joint Commission 
could begin policing the cease-fire. The 
International Commission’s regional 
teams and the American and North 
and South Vietnamese men from the 
Joint Commission are already at the 
posts but cannot move into the field 
without the Viet Cong. 
Full-Scale Rioting Brings 
5 More Deaths In Ireland 


BELFAST (A P) — Five more 
persons were killed in Belfast as gun 
battles, bombing, rioting and arson 
raged across the capital of Northern 
Ireland. 
The victims Wednesday night in­ 
cluded a fireman shot by a sniper, a 
youngster 
m urdered 
by 
an 
assassination 
squad 
and 
three 
P rotestant gu errillas killed in a 
shootout with the British army. The 
confirmed death toll in 3H years of 
religious warfare rose to 717. 
Rioting was widespread; at one time 
every available fire engine in Belfast 
was at work; and the arm y was under 
fire from both sides. 
“We have lost count of the number of 
homes and shops bombed and burn­ 
ed,” a police spokesman said during 
the evening. 
Roman Catholic homes also were 
burned in at least three other towns. 
Protestant hoodlums roaming in 
packs called Tartan Gangs desecrated 
a Roman Catholic church in Belfast 
and started to smash up the home of 
the parish priest, but the army drove 
them off with a barrage of rubber 
bullets. 
Other Tartans set fire to another 
Catholic church and besieged a con­ 
vent school for mentally handicapped 
children. The 25 children were getting 
ready for bed when a hail of rocks and 
bottles .smashed the dormitory win­ 
dows. One of the nuns took the children 
downstairs and led them in a round of 
songs to take their minds off the 
rioting. But the barrage shattered the 
stained glass windows of the tiny 
chapel. 
Again the army drove the mob off 
with rubber bullets. 
I )ozens of others were injured during 
the day, including two men treated for 
sword wounds, hospitills reported. No 
details on that were available.

For while 
Congress argues about impoundment 
of funds, division of powers, and 
defense of Democratic programs, the 
I Resident .stresses the simplest of 
them es:

and take the political blame. 
In every public statement on the 
budget and the economy, and in his 
this year’s initial State of the Union 
message, the Republican President 
has put the argument in those terms. 
Essentially what Nixon and his 
spokesmen argue 
is 
that 
if 
the 
Democratic Congress doesn’t follow 
his budget the Democratic Congress 
will be responsible for higher taxes 
and the voters will be watching. 
Defending his refusal to spend some 
money appropriated by Congress 
during its last session, Nixon said 
flatly that he will keep impounding 
funds if to do otherwise would lead to 
an increase in taxes. 
Presidential 
impoundm ent 
of 
congressional appropriations is, to 
most Americans, an abstract concept. 
Taxes are not. And that is Nixon’s 
advantage as he makes his case with 
the nation. 
He said in his budget message: “I do 
not believe the American people want 
higher taxes any more than they want 
inflation.” 


V ie t Bonus Approved; Faces O h io S e n a te Test 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Hardly 
anybody opposes a bonus for Vietnam 
War veterans, but the m atter of how 
it’s paid for touched off considerable 
debate in the House Wednesday. 
Majority Democrats, picking 
up 
Republican defectors, approved the 
$300 million proposal, which could face 
voters in the May primary, 72-20. 
But the battle is not over. 
'ITie issue now goes to the Senate, 
which Republicans control 17-16. 
Democrats control the House 58-41. 
Seventeen Republicans voted for it and 
19 against it on the House floor. 
All Democrats voted for it. It was 
sponsored by Rep. Vernal (I. Riffe Jr., 
D-89 New Boston, speaker pro tem in 
the Democratic-con trolled House. 
Democrats want the measure, which 


provides up to $500 for a returning 
veteran, financed by a six-tenths mill 
property tax increase. 
Republican opponents, including 
Minority leader Charles F. Kurfess, 
K-83 Perrysburg would like to see the 
money come out of the state’s general 
revenue fund. 
Gov. John Gilligan has said he ob­ 
jects to any raid on that fund unless the 
revenue is replaced. The general 
revenue fund is used to pay routine 
state expenses. 
Sen. Michael J. Maloney, R-7 Cin­ 
cinnati, said he believes the House 
resolution called for a constitutional 
amendment on the proposal will have 
trouble making it through the Senate. 
“It will have to Ik * passed within IO 
days to make it on the May ballot,” 


Maloney said. “ I don’t believe that can 
happen.” 
Under the Democratic proposal, the 
state would issue a $300 million in 
bonds. The bonds would be retired over 
15 years with the property tax in­ 
crease. 
Opposition Republicans contend the 
proposal violated Gov. John Gilligan’s 
pledge of no new taxes during the 
current biennium. 
The bonus, if approved by the Senate 
and the voters, would go to an 
estimated 545,000 veterans who served 
in any branch of the armed service 
since 1961. 
Each would bo compensated $10 for 
each month of active domestic service, 
$15 a month for any foreign service and 
$20 a month for service in the Asian 


theater between Dec. 1961, and Aug. 4, 
1974. 
Veterans discharged because of 
wounds suffered in Vietnam would get 
the maxium $500 regardless of the 
amount of time they served. 
One-time payments of $1,000 would 
go to survivors of Ohioans killed in 
Southeast Asion. Riffe said survivors 
of 2,996 Ohioans would be eligible. 
In the Senate, there was no floor 
action, but nine bills were introduced. 
Thirteen others were introduced in the 
House 
Among the measures are ones that 
would: 
Conform state unemployment 
compensation laws with those of the 
federal government and extended 
benefits to Great 
I/ikes seamen. 


Benefits would increase about five per 
cent. 
License 
autom obile 
repair 
dealers. 
Lift the $3,(HK) maximum exemption 
from the state income tax ($500 for the 
taxpayer and the same for each of up 
to five dependents). Sen. Maloney said 
it 
discrim inated 
against 
large 
families. 
Abolish m unicipal courts 
in 
Franklin and Hamilton counties, 
Springfield, Bryan, Toledo, Maumee, 
Oregon and Sylvania and a police court 
in Ottawa Hills. All would be replaced 
within municipal divisions within the 
common pleas courts in those counties. 
—Designate the third Monday in 
January as “Martin Luther King 
Day,” and make it a legal holiday.

A panel of doctors appointed by FDA 
was charged with determining the 
safety and effectiveness of such germ- 
kiliers as hexachlorophene in toilet 
soaps. 
The panel recommended a virtual 
ban on hexachlorophene, which was 
ordered off the over-the-counter 
market last September except for low- 
level use as a preservative. 
Now the panel says evidence it has 
seen has failed to prove the safety of 
five other antibacterial agents in soap, 
and EDA officials are trying to find out 
what other products use the five 
agents. 
“ Knowing just what’s on the market 
is very difficult,” said Dr. Jean 
Lockhart, EDA medical officer in the 
division of anti-infective drugs. 
“For the most part we don’t know 
what they’ve substituted. We are not 
getting good cooperation from the 
cosm etic m anufacturers generally 
who 
are 
using 
antim icrobial 
ingredients.’’ 
Over Hie 30 years of its use in non­ 
prescription 
products, 
hexa­ 
chlorophene had turned up in soaps, 
deodorants, vaginal sprays, shaving 
cream, mouthwash, skin lotion, tooth­ 
paste, furnace air filters and even toi­ 
let seats. 
Hexachlorophene was found to cause 
brain lesions in laboratory animals. It 
was banned after U.S. .studies showed 
infants bathed in it suffered brain 
damage and after nearly 40 French 
babies died from a talcum powder

M akarios Set 
For New Term 
As President 


NICOSIA, Cyprus ( A P) - A r­ 
chbishop Makarios apparently was 
assured a third five-year term as 
president of Cyprus today. He was the 
only candidate when the nominations 
closed at noon. 


The president’s election was to be 
proclaimed this afternoon unless some 
objection was made. But none was 
expected since his rival, Gen. George 
Grivas, had refused to fight it out with 
him in an election cam pai^. 


Greek Cypriots massed through the 
night outside Makarios’ palace to 
demonstrate their .support for the 
archbishop and their rejection of 
Grivas’ terrorist campaign to over­ 
throw him. The president said he 
would consider the turnout an ex­ 
pression of popular support for his 
policy of negotiations with the Turkish 
Cypriot minority. 


Scores of buses brought priests in 
flowing black robes and stovepipe 
hats, elderly farmers in baggy 
trousers and men and women of all 
ages from distant villages. Many lit 
bonfires to keep warm. 


The early turnout indicated a huge 
gathering. Organizing committees of 
the various proMakarios parties, 
ranging from the Communists to the 
extreme right, estimated that possibly 
2(K),000 persons, or 40 per cent of the 
Greek population, would attend. 


Police were in a state of general 
alert throughout the island, on guard 
against any attempt by EOKA, Grivas’ 
underground guerrilla arm y, to 
disrupt the rally. 


EOKA gunmen raided 21 village 
police stations Tuesday night, blew up 
three of them and stole small quan­ 
tities of weapons, uniforms and equip­ 
ment. It was the most spectacular 
show of strength by EOKA since 
Grivas returned secretly from Greece 
16 months ago, went into hiding and 
began rallying his partisans.

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Life Expectancy Shortened 
For American Returnees? 


CLARK AIR BASE, Philippines 
(AP) 
If previous wars are any 
guide, prisoners returning from 
captivity in North or South Vietnam 
may have longterm medical problems 
arui leas-than-normal life expectancy, 
the top Pentagon consultant on POWS 
said today. 
Roger E. Shields, prisoner-ofwar 
specialist for the assistant secretary of 
defense for international security, said 
studies of men released during the Ko­ 
rean War show “ that POWS have 
medical problems that stay with them 
through life and that life expectancy is 
measurably shortened.” 
Shields arrived Wednesday at Clark 
Air Base, the Asian headquarters for 
the U.S. prisoner returnee program 
that he played a large part in design­ 
ing. 
“ We can’t make up to these guys for 
time lost,” he said, noting that doctors 
who have studied previous prisoners 
urge that the Vietnam returnees be 
eased gradually into normal life. 
The length of captivity is the major 
difference between the Vietnam POWs 
and the captives released after World 
War II and the Korean War, Shields 
said. 
“ Before, the longest time an 
American POW had been held was 34 
years,” he said. “ Now the average 
length of internment is more than four 
years, and some POWs are into their 


Makarios Set 
For New Term 
As President 


NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) - A r­ 
chbishop Makarios apparently was 
assured a third five-year term as 
president of Cyprus today. He was the 
only candidate when the nominations 
closed at noon. 


The president’s election was to be 
proclaimed this afternoon unless some 
objection was made. But none was 
expected since his rival, Gen. George 
Grivas, had refused to fight it out with 
him in an election campaign. 


Greek Cypriots massed through the 
night outside Makarios’ palace to 
demonstrate their support for the 
archbishop and their rejection of 
Grivas’ terrorist campaign to over­ 
throw him. The president said he 
would consider the turnout an ex­ 
pression of popular support for his 
policy of negotiations with the Turkish 
Cypriot minority. 


Scores of buses brought priests in 
flowing black robes and stovepipe 
hats, elderly farmers in baggy 
trousers and men and women of all 
ages from distant villages. Many lit 
bonfires to keep warm. 


The early turnout indicated a huge 
gathering. Organizing committees of 
the various proMakarios parties, 
ranging from the Communists to the 
extreme right, estimated that possibly 
200,000 persons, or 40 per cent of the 
Greek population, would attend. 


Police were in a state of general 
alert throughout the island, on guard 
against any attempt by EOKA, Grivas’ 
underground guerrilla army, to 
disrupt the rally. 


EOKA gunmen raided 21 village 
police stations Tuesday night, blew up 
three of them arid stole small quan­ 
tities of weapons, uniforms and equip­ 
ment. It was the most spectacular 
show of strength by EOKA since 
Grivas returned secretly from Greece 
16 months ago, went into hiding and 
began rallying his partisans.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon has ordered the Internal 
Revenue Service to open its files to 
Agriculture Department investigators 
seeking information on the nation’s 
farmers. 
An executive order signed without 
fanfare by the President last month 
would give the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment access to farmers' income tax 
returns from 1967 to the present. 
The department said Monday the 
information is needed so it can update 
estim ates on crop and livestock 
production. 
But Rep. J erry Utton, a freshman 
Democrat from Missouri, said the 
department could get all the in­ 
formation it needed through its routine 
farm census. He accused Nixon of in­ 
vading the privacy of the nation’s 
farmers. 
Rep. Clem Rogers McSpadden, D- 
Okla., concurred. "Tax returns,” he 
said, "should be considered privileged 
information.” 
The executive order says: 
"It is hereby ordered that income 
tax returns made for taxable years 
beginning on or after J an. 4, 19 67 , of 
persons having farm operations shall 
be open to inspection to the extent 
readily 
available 
in the 
Internal 
Revenue Service (for the purpose of 
obtaining data about such persons’ 
farm operations ) by the Department of 
Agriculture as may be needed for sta­ 
tistical purposes only.”

“My farm is set up as a family 
corporation so I can pass it on to my 
three sons,” he says, “It is not a 
conglomerate, and I do it for tax 
reasons only.” 


Tax Returns 
Of Farmers 
Under Study 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon has ordered the Internal 
Revenue Service to open its files to 
Agriculture Department investigators 
seeking information on the nation’s 
farmers. 
An executive order signed without 
fanfare by the President last month 
would give the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment access to farm ers’ income tax 
returns from 1967 to the present. 
The department said Monday the 
information is needed so it can update 
estim ates on crop and livestock 
production. 
But Rep. Jerry Iitton, a freshman 
Democrat from Missouri, said the 
department could get all the in­ 
formation it needed through its routine 
farm census. He accused Nixon of in­ 
vading the privacy of the nation’s 
farmers. 
Rep. Clem Rogers McSpadden, D- 
Okla., concurred. “Tax returns,” he 
said, “should be considered privileged 
information.” 
The executive order says: 
“It is hereby ordered that income 
tax returns made for taxable years 
beginning on or after Jan. 4, 1967, of 
persons having farm operations shall 
be open to inspection to the extent 
readily 
available 
in the 
Internal 
Revenue Service (for the purpose of 
obtaining data about such persons’ 
farm operations) by the Department of 
Agriculture as may be needed for sta­ 
tistical purposes only.”

Register on Jan. 
17 but no an­

infection,

Th is entire reflex action is one of th e 
most carefu lly d esigned p rotectiv e 
m ech anism s in th e bod y .

signal is sent to a v ery sp ecific p oint in 
th e brain, th e cou gh center. From 
h ere, fu rth er signals are sent to th e 
lu ngs, th e d iap h ragm and th e mu scles 
of th e ch est, telling th em th at an ex ­ 
p losiv e cou gh is necessary to get rid of 
th e offend ing irritant. 


Some cou gh s are d ry , h ack ing, and 
“ non-p rod u ctiv e.” Th is means th at no 
secretions are brou gh t u p . 
Oth ers are “p rod u ctiv e” cou gh s, 
wh ich means th at mu cu s and p u s, th e 
resu lt of an infection, m u st be cleared 
from th e resp iratory tract.

Some cou gh s m u st be su p p ressed . 
Oth ers mu st be stim u lated . Sometimes 
it is necessary to “ lossen” a cou gh . 
Oth er times it is necessary to “d ry u p ” 
a cou gh . 
In some cases, cod eine, one of th e 
ingred ients 
in 
d ru gs 
p u rch ased 
with ou t a p rescrip tion, may be th e 
wrong d ru g for th e cou gh . 


It is imp ortant to note th at cod eine, a 
narcotic, can in m any states be p u r­ 
ch ased with ou t a p rescrip tion. Dru g 
ad d icts q u ick ly learn th e av ailability 
of su ch cou gh med icines and m ak e 
th eir d aily rou nd s of p u rch ases to 
su p p ly th eir d aily need s. 
A simp le ru le of safety is to ask a 
p h y sician’s ad v ice.

which all Americans supposedly held 
in common.

Hatchery Blast 


Brings 'Snow' 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland (AP)

chicks. 
The hatchery staff was warned 
before the explosion Tuesday and had 
time to get out. 
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A cough represents one of the most 
common symptoms that may or may 
not be brought to the attention of the 
doctor. 
A cough is frequently associated 
with any kind of upper respiratory 
infection. The common cold, the 
grippe, and the flu often leave in their 
wake a cough which may vary from 
simple irritation to one 
that 
is 
disquieting and distressing. 
Patients often buy over-the-counter 
medicines in the hope that any one 
product, even those haphazardly 
chosen, will be the answer to their 
cough. In some instances, a cough is 
alleviated by these products. In others, 
the cough may be unaffected. 
In order to better understand why a 
“shotgun” mixture of over-the-counter 
cough medicines should not routinely 
be used, the mechanism of a cough 
should be more clearly understood. 
A cough means that there is some 
irritation along the respiratory air­ 
ways, including the throat, the 
pharynx, the larynx, the bronchial 
tubes and the lungs. 
Inflammation of the lining of the 
breathing 
apparatus, 
infection, 
irritation like tobacco smoke, harsh 
chemicals, and swelling of the lining 
by allergy may produce the cough. 
This entire reflex action is one of the 
most carefully designed protective 
mechanisms in the body. 
When an irritant 
is 
present, 
anywhere along the air passages a 
signal is sent to a very specific point in 
the brain, the cough center. From 
here, further signals are sent to the 
lungs, the diaphragm and the muscles 
of the chest, telling them that an ex­ 
plosive cough is necessary to get rid of 
the offending irritant.

Some coughs are dry, hacking, and 
“non-productive.” This means that no 
secretions are brought up. 
Others are “productive” coughs, 
which means that mucus and pus, the 
result of an infection, must be cleared 
from the respiratory tract. 
It is apparent, therefore, that dif­ 
ferent drugs are used for different 
types of coughs. It must be apparent, 
too, that self-medication is not the 
ideal way to treat a persistent cough. 
Even though man of the available 
products are excellent, the choice 
must be made more carefully than by 
the imprinted messages of ad­ 
vertisers. 


Some coughs must be suppressed. 
Others must be stimulated. Sometimes 
it is necessary to “lossen” a cough. 
Other times it is necessary to “dry up” 
a cough. 
In some cases, codeine, one of the 
ingredients in drugs purchased 
without a prescription, may be the 
wrong drug for the cough. 
It is important to note that codeine, a 
narcotic, can in many states be pur­ 
chased without a prescription. Drug 
addicts quickly learn the availability 
of such cough medicines and make 
their daily rounds of purchases to 
supply their daily needs.

Amplification of the details must 
await a court case, but the basic 
dispute appears to be tang’s decision 
as head of the corporation to set his 
own salary and then use it as a deduc­ 
tion on his corporate taxes. 
And what about the threat of a 
jeopardy assessment, or seizure? 
“The last thing we try to ever do is 
seize property, levy a bank account or 
things like that. We do it only as a last 
resort,” IRS said.

Not too long, however, since the 
amendment would limit him to two 
consecutive terms.” 
“ The change which should be ap­ 
proved extends from two years to four 
years the term of office...but limits the 
office of governor to two successive 
terms,” the Toledo Blade told its 
readers. 
The Cincinnati 
Enquirer 
rec­ 
ommended adoption of the amendment 
because it “ provides a safeguard 
against entrenchment in the office of 


governor. It would limit governors to 
two terms of tour years after January, 
1959,” 
When Rhodes filed to run for the 
governor Secretary of State Ted 
Brown refused to accept his petitions. 
So Rhodes, who ironically was 
defeated for governor the same year 
the amendment was approved by 
incumbent Democrat Frank I tusche, 
went to the Supreme Court for in­ 
terpretation. 
The justices aren’t saying what 
methods they will use in deciding the 
case, but voter thinking in 1954 may be 
difficult for the justices to figure out.

After nearly IO years of trying to 
provide a bit (rf America in an un­ 
familiar land of rice paddies and 
conical hats, the last USO in South 
Vietnam posted the notice today.

C O. Heinrich, a .Santa Fe employe, 
sa id red signal lights at the rail­ 
highway cro ssing where the accident 
occurred were working and that all 
warning signs were visible. 
The driver, Artis Johnson, 68, was 
among the injured. 
Most of the dead and the injured 


were from Fieldton, a small, nearby 
farming community from which 
children are bused to the four schools 
in Littlefield. 
Jesse Diaz, lb, said he was sitting in 
the middle of the bus when it stopped 
at a rail crossing on U.S. *185 just four 
blocks from the Littlefield business 
district. 
“ Then it went on,“ the boy said, “ f 
saw the train corning in before the bus 
started after it stopped. Anita Mar­ 
tinez (one of the victims) screamed at 
Mr. Johnson to stop." 
Raul Ortiz, 11, said he saw the train 
coming. 
“ When the bus stopped, everybody 
yelled that the train was coming, 
Everybody yelled and turned, He (the 
driver) tried to make it across." 
Mrs. Jean Patterson, a substitute 
bus driver who had stopped her vehicle 
behind Johnson’s, said: 
“ He pulled up there and stopped. 
Then he kept creeping across the 


tracks and all of a sudden the train 
came up from behind the depot.“ 


Mrs. Patterson, whose children ride 
the Littlefield school buses, said she 
crawled underneath the boxcars when 
the train stopped. 


“ At first I thought my own kids were 
in that bus,” she said, “ but they had 
gone in the first one. A little girl was 
crying and saying, ‘That’s my 
brother,* And I could see that the kid 
was dead,” 
Anita Martinez was a school dropout 
who had decided to return to school. 
Four of her brothers were among the 
injured.

Hexachlorophene Subs 
Not Safe, Panel Reports 
Stunned Texas Town Counts 
7 Dead In Bus-Train Crash 


WASHINGTON (Al*) 
The panel 
which recommended the virtual ban on 
hexachlorophene in over-the-counter 
products now says that existing 
evidence does not show chemical 
substitutes for hexachlorophene to lie 
safe in deodorant toilet soaps. 
“ All of these chemicals are absorbed 
through 
intact 
hUman 
skin 
in 
measureabie or significant amounts 
and all of them at some level [reduce 
damage to internal organs,” said tin* 
panel of doctors appointed by the Food 
and Drug Administration. 
“ The amount that could be used 
safely for a lifetime has not been 
established." 
The panel reached its conclusion in 
October as part of a review of the 
safety and effectiveness of ail non- 
prescription uses of antimicrobials, 
germ killers. 
The panel has yet to furnish the FDA 
with its final report, and soap makers 
say they are confident they can 
demonstrate the safety of their 


products before the panel finishes its 
deliberations. 


The panel’s judgment in September 
that use of hexachlorophene .should bt* 
severely restricted was followed 
within days by the FDA ban. 


In the case of the remaining germ 
killers, the agency is waiting for the 
panel’s final rejxirt which could be 
ready in a few weeks or a few months, 
an FDA spokesman said.

Most of the dead and the injured 


were from Fieldton, a small, nearby 
farming community from which 
children are bused to the four schools 
in Littlefield. 
Jesse Diaz, 15, said he was sitting in 
the middle of the bus when it stopped 
at a rail crossing on U.S. 385 just lour 
blocks from the Littlefield b u sin e 
district. 
“ Then it went on,” the boy said. “ I 
saw the tram corning in before the bus 
started after it stopped. Anita Mar­ 
tinez (one of the victims) screamed at 
Mr. Johnson to stop.” 
Baul Ortiz, ll, said he saw the train 
coming. 
“ When the bus stopped, everybody 
yelled that the train was coming. 
Everybody yelled and turned. He (the 
driver) tried to make it across.” 
Mrs. Jean Patterson, a substitute 
bus driver who had stopped her vehicle 
behind Johnson’s, said: 
“ He pulled up there and stopped. 
'Dion he kept creeping across the 


tracks and all of a sudden the train 
came up from behind the depot.’’ 


Mrs. Patterson, whose children ride 
the Littlefield school buses, said she 
crawled underneath the boxcars when 
the train stopped. 


“ At first I thought my own kids were 
in that bus,” she said, “ but they had 
gone in the first one. A little girl was 
crying and saying, 
‘That’s my 
brother.’ And I could see that the kid 
was dead.” 
Anita Martinez was a school dropout 
who had decided to return to school. 
Four of her brothers were among the 
injured.

PARIS (AIM Th e Pasteur Institute 
say s it h as dev eloped a v accine against 
all ty pes of influenza th at are ex pected 
to dev elop in th e nex t fiv e y ears. 
l*rof. Claude Hannoun, h ead of th e 
institute’s ecology unit, said Tuesday 
th at prev ious flu v accines h av e been 
dev eloped only after each new ty pe of 
v irus appeared. But by transforming 
th e v irus into all th e forms it is ex ­ 
pected to take between now and 1978 , 
lie said th e institute’s doctors for­ 
mulated a v accine against all of th em. 
Hannoun said th e v accine also is 
effectiv e against th e ty pes of flu th at 
dev eloped from th e 1969 “Hong Kong" 
v irus. He said th e v accine is in 
production and will become av ailable 
generally as soon as th e gov ernment 
approv es. 
Th e v accine resulted from a process 
in wh ich forms of flu v irus y et to come 
were artificially created in th e labora­ 
tory , Hannoun said. 
Hannoun ex plained th at flu v irus 
undergoes a basic ch ange about once 
ev ery 10 y ears. With in th is 10-y ear 
span, it undergoes v ariations, th at 
regularly defeat ex isting flu v accines. 
Th e Pasteur Institute took th e basic 
1969 Hong Kong strain of v irus, fough t 
it with antibodies th at forced it to 
undergo v ariations, and isolated th e 
ultimate stage of v ariation. 
Th e ultimate stage of v ariation — 
ex pected fiv e y ears from now in real 
life - is a state in wh ich it is 
ch emically impossible for th e v irus to 
ch ange. It h en undergoes a mutation 
into a new fonn, and th e process 
begins again.

New Vaccine 
Looks Ahead 
For 5 Years 


PARIS (AP) 
nit' Pasteur Institute 
says it has developed a vaccine against 
all types of influenza that are expected 
to develop in the next five years. 
Prof. Claude Hannoun, head of the 
institute's ecology unit, said Tuesday 
that previous flu vaccines have been 
developed only after each new type of 
virus appeared. But by transforming 
the virus into all the forms it is ex­ 
pected to take between now and 1978, 
he said the institute’s doctors for­ 
mulated a vaccine against all of them. 
Hannoun said the vaccine also is 
effective against the types of flu that 
developed from the 1969 “ Hong Kong” 
virus. He said the vaccine is in 
production and will become available 
generally as soon as the* government 
approves. 
The vaccine resulted from a process 
in which forms of flu virus yet to come 
were artificially created in the labora­ 
tory, Hannoun said. 
Hannoun explained that flu virus 
undergoes a basic change about once 
every IO years. Within this 10-year 
span, it undergoes variations, that 
regularly defeat existing flu vaccines. 
The Pasteur Institute took the basic 
1969 Hong Kong strain of virus, fought 
it with antibodies that forced it to 
undergo variations, and isolated the 
ultimate stage of variation. 
The ultimate stage of variation — 
expected five years from now in real 
life — is a state in which it is 
chemically impossible for the virus to 
change. It hen undergoes a mutation 
into a new form, and the process 
begins again.

who lived in Cleveland at the time of 
his death, was the lone killer of Edgar 
W Edgar, 52, on June 24, 1969, and 
Frank Yassenoff, 63, and his fiancee, 
Mrs, Ella Rich, 51, on March 23, 1970. 
All of the victims were shot. 
Police at one time discounted rob­ 
bery as a motive in the Yassenoff-Hich 
murders, but gave that as the motive 
Wednesday. 
I<aw officers said they 
believed 
burglary was the motive in the death of 
Edgar. 
Bogen was killed by Jam es Smith, 
24, of Cleveland, his partner in the 
afterhours bar. 
Ballistics experts have identified the 
slugs taken from Bogen’s body as 
coming from the same gun that killed 
Yassenoff and his fiancee. 
Detectives said Smith got the gun 
from 
Bogen 
for 
protection 
while 
working at the bar. The gun has never 
been found. 
According to police, a .38 -caliber 
revolver, used in the Edgar killing, 
was traced back to Bogen about two 
months after the shooting. 
Detectives said that while Bogen 
was being held here on narcotics 
charges last June he was questioned 
about the Edgar case. They said he 
told them he could find the Yassenoff 
murder weapon if he could get to 
Cleveland.

A twothirds majority is needed 
to override. Many believe another 
presidential veto is assured if it passes 
the Senate. 
When several Republicans raised 
the threat of veto, Rep. W .R. Poage, D-

Committee and chief advocate of the 
bill, responded in House debate: “ Let 
him crack his whip!” 
But Rep. John J. Rhodes, R-Ariz., 
said Nixon “ asked Congress to go with 
him in cutting expenditures . . . and 
this is the first bullet we’re being asked 
to bite.

J. Maloney, R-7, Cincinnati, chairman 
of the Senate Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee says working married couples 
should figure their federal and state 
income tax liability separately and 
jointly before filing returns. 
Maloney said Wednesday he believes 
many couples may find a way to 
realize tax advantages “ not yet ap­ 
parent” if they look at the alternatives. 
Maloney made the suggestion in 
view of increasing public pressure to 
change the state law that says married 
couples must file joint state returns if 
they file joint federal returns. 
Under this practice, they may gain a 
federal tax advantage, but must pay 
more state tax than they would if they 
could file separate state returns. 
“ In most cases, I feel that couples 
have not examined the result of filing 
individually for both the federal and 
state taxes. My belief is that Ohio tax 
tables are set up in such a way that the 
increase in liability to the federal 
government through filing separate 
returns will be more than offset by the 
decrease in total liability resulting 
from filing separate reports for the 
state tax,” Maloney said. 
Maloney said he opposes the present 
state law and believes it will be 
changed by the General Assembly. 
“ But it will be impossible to change the 
law and have it go into effect before the 
April tax deadline,” he said.

The cross-country ride 
was made to publicize the project. 


Taking part in the ride were Alain 
Pinto and Coleen Davis, both 17, of 
Fairfax, Va.; Ruben Leon, 20, of 
Phoenix, Ariz.; and I^arry Keith, 29, of 
St. Louis. A young couple, Mark and 
Cheri Estes of Ottawa, Ran., directed 
the trip and took turns on the bike. 
St. Jude’s exists on contributions. 
The four cyclists collected $250,000 for 
the hospital, from local fund drives, 
presenting a check for that amount to 
the hospital’s founder, actor Danny 
Thomas, when they arrived in i/is 
Angeles. 
They slept in the van, ate on $6 a day 
and suffered through rain, heat, wind 
and injuries. But the trip had its 
rewards. 
Strangers stopped them in 
the 
streets to give them money. 
“ Nobody else stops and looks at 
flowers, but we did,” said Leon. 
And there was plenty of time to 
think. 
'Once you get your muscles toned, 
they do the pedaling,” Pinto said.

When the wind blows 
hard, some of the glass panels of the 
skyscraper’s exterior walls crack and 
fall, shattering on the streets below. 
After spending $95 million and 
waiting through four years of con­ 
struction. the owner, John Hancock 
Mutual Life Insurance Co., cannot 
move in. 
The 
firm ’s 
new 
corporate 
headquarters 
a 60-story, mirror-like 
high-rise angled into a corner of 
Boston’s Copley Square 
is too 
dangerous to walk near when stiff 
winds gust in off the harbor. 
Engineers don’t know why the glass 
breaks or how to stop it. 
The insurance company wanted to 
move in at the end of February but now 
will have to wait six months or more 
while engineers try to find a way to 
keep the glass from falling. 
Solutions range from changing the 
window gaskets to replacing the glass 
that covers 90 per cent of the building 
— the latter a job that could cost up to 
$8 million. The 16 acres of exterior 
walls are covered by 10,348 huge glass 
panes. 


At last count, 340 of the panes had 
been broken. Officials are not sure how 
many were popped by the wind and 
how many were smashed by falling 
shards of glass. The company says up 
to 660 others have been nicked or 
scratched and most will have to be 
replaced. 
When winds at the top of the tower 
hit 45 miles an hour, police block off 
streets around the building to protect 
pedestrians from flying glass. This 
happens about twice a month. And 
when the winds reach 50 m p h., the 
panes begin to crack and smash. 


On Jan. 20, winds to 75 m ph. 
smashed 15 to 20 of the $750 panes, and 
flying glass broke another 40 to 50. 
Hundreds of others were scratched. 
Thus far, there have been no 
reported injuries.

G rea t Silver Dollar Sale 


Proves Bust To G o vern m en t 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Remember 
those uncirculated Carson City silver 
dollars the federal government was 
trying to peddle as collectors’ items? 
Most of them are still uncirculated. 
The “ Great Silver Dollar Sale” 
really wasn’t. 
Only 700,000 cartwheels were sold. 
That leaves about 1.6 million still on 
the auction block. 


So to get rid of the unsold silver 
dollars, the General Services Ad­ 
ministration, which is handling the 
sale, will reopen bids for 90 days, 
beginning Feb. 15. 


The rules will be the same; A 
minimum bid of $30 on each 1882, 1883 
or 1884 silver dollar— one coin per 
customer from each of those years. If a 
bidder got one in the previous bidding, 
he is ineligible for more coins in the 
year he has. 
Despite the lack of bidders, Richard 
Q. Vawter, GSA public information 
director, said the Great Silver Dollar 


Sale was not a bust. “ We were very 
happy about it,” he said. ‘‘We have 
700,000 people who have coins and we 
think these people are going to be 
salesmen for us.” 
When the auction was announced, 
officials said they expected the 
average bid would be around $40 a 
coin. But since the coins were not sold 
out, each went for $30. 
Vawter said one person bid $1,000 for 
each of the three coins. He got back 
$2,910. 
But what may have taken the edge 
off the sale were complaints from coin 
dealers 
of 
“ governmental 
hueksterism.” Many dealers and coin 
magazines claimed a flood of Carson 
City silver dollars would devalue the 
coins as investments. 
The dollars from the Comstock 
silver lode in Nevada were salted away 
and forgotten for over 60 years in the 
musty cellar of the Treasury Building. 
A GSA audit in 1964 led to the discovery 
of the monev.

Great Silver Dollar Sale 
Proves Bust To Government 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Remember 
those uncirculated Carson City silver 
dollars the federal government was 
trying to peddle as collectors’ items? 
Most of them are still uncirculated. 
The “ Great Silver Dollar Sale” 
really wasn’t. 
Only 700,000 cartwheels were sold. 
That leaves about 1.6 million still on 
the auction block. 


So to get rid of the unsold silver 
dollars, the General Services Ad­ 
ministration, which is handling the 
sale, will reopen bids for 90 days, 
beginning Feb. 15. 


The rules will be the same: A 
minimum bid of $30 on each 1882, 1883 
or 1884 silver dollar— one coin per 
customer from each of those years. If a 
bidder got one in the previous bidding, 
he is ineligible for more coins in the 
year he has. 
Despite the lack of bidders, Richard 
Q. Vawter, GSA public information 
director, said the Great Silver Dollar 


Sale was not a bust. “ We were very 
happy about it,” he said. “ We have 
700,000 people who have coins and we 
think these people are going to be 
salesmen for us.” 
When the auction was announced, 
officials said they expected the 
average bid would be around $40 a 
coin. But since the coins were not sold 
out, each went for $30. 
Vawter said one person bid $1,000 for 
each of the three coins. He got back 
$2,910. 
But what may have taken the edge 
off the sale were complaints from coin 
dealers 
of 
‘‘governmental 
hucksterism.” Many dealers and coin 
magazines claimed a flood of Carson 
City silver dollars would devalue the 
coins as investments. 
The dollars from the Comstock 
silver lode in Nevada were salted away 
and forgotten for over 60 years in the 
musty cellar of the Treasury Building. 
A GSA audit in 1964 led to the discovery 
of the monev.

NEW YORK (AP) - Rich 
Little gained a measure of 
fame by doing uncannily 
accurate vocal impressions of 
such folk as John Wayne, 
President Nixon and Ed 
Sullivan. It’s caused him a 
few problems. 
One involves little people, 
usually between the ages of 
nine and IO. They stomp up to 
him and insist on doing their 
im pressions. 
Another 
problem occurs when he 
speaks in his own voice. 
He keeps getting asked, 
“ Who are you doing now?” 
Little, in town to do a voice 
or two on ABC’s Jack Paar 
show, talked about the per­ 
forming life and related mat­ 
ters during a hurried dinner 
at a big hotel here. 
“ I ’m like the piano player,” 
he 
mildly 
groused. 
“ Wherever I go, people are 
always wanting me to get up 
and perform, even on the 
street. 
“ It’s just lately that when 
I’m on the road that a lot of 
kids who are studying im­ 
pressions come into the 
dressing room and go through 
their routines. 
“ There was a 10-year-old in 
Oklahoma I remember well. 
He came in and opened with 
Ronald Colman. Then he went 
into his Ed Sullivan—eight 
minutes of introductions— 
and then went into Walter 
Pidgeon, another one of his 
favorites.” 
How does Little deal with 
these verbal urchins? 
“ I never criticize them,” he 
said. “They’re too young for 
that. I picture myself at their 
age and I used to do what they 
do, too.” 
Little, a regular on ABC’s 


“ Julie Andrews Show” and a 
fair actor and singer when he 
isn’t doing voices, was born in 
Ottawa, Canada. He got into 
show business because of his 
classmates in school — they 
cheered his impressions of 
their teachers. 
His first engagement was 
at a club in a Quebec mining 
town. The job paid $15 and the 
patrons paid no attention. 
“ Not only did they not 
react, but they didn’t speak 
English,” he said. “ It’s a 
wonder I didn’t get into 
aluminum siding right then.” 
As the years went on, his 
fame grew and so did the 
voices in his repertoire — he 
now can do about 125. Singer 
Mel Tonne got him his first 
big break in U.S. television in 
1964. 
But his real start in 
America began with his first 
engagement at a night club in 
St 
Petersburg, Fla. He 
warmed up the audience for 
the headliner, Joan Fairfax 
and Her All-Girl Orchestra. 
He admits to being a basket 
case when he first went on. 
He also recalled doing Ronald 
Coleman and Walter Pidgeon 
imitations, but other details 
were hazy?
